2. Bridge at Miedermutzen 


This single-track combined railread and roud bridce, thich is ; 
gener: lly referred to as [lohenwotzen Dridge, was destroyed in 1945. 
The Bad Lreienvalde-Ushenmuitzen railroad line which leads to the 
bridce in Soviet Zone erritory is in operation. 7% is: unknowm 
whether the continuation of this lire east of the Cler River in 
Polish occupied territory is in use. ‘The reconstruction of this

ho Bridge at Kosiyayn (Suegtrin) . 


There are actuelly two bridces at Roatwayt. Cne bridge crosses the 
flood area of the (der, and consists of 11 spans with a ‘otal Length 
of 1,730 meters with separate spans for a single track and for a 
aovbie track, The other is a steel bridge over the Cder River with 
three spans of 53,4 meters oach and one of SO meters, or a total 
length of 23.5 meters. At present only one track cof this second 
bridce is in operation, but work on the reconstruction of the second 
track has been under way since early 1952, anc is scheduled te La 
seompleted in late 1952. (3) 


5. Bricze over the Neisse River at 2gorgelee (Goerlits). 
The structure is a double-track viaduct, three spane of which were 
demolished in 1915, The reconstruction of the brides was scheduled 
for 1951, but the project was not executed. The Polish State Nail~ 
roads reportedly plans to.reconstruct the viaduct in 1952. Prior 
to 1 April 1952, there were no indications that construction work 
had actually been started.
